SUEZ—CHESS AND MORALS 
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A GREAT ARAB CHRISTIAN POINTS FRIENDS IN THE WEST TOWARD A LASTING SOLUTION 


In backing the British move for a 24-nation conference on 
the Suez Canal, Secretary Dulles last week narrowed the dan- 
gerous gap between British, French and U.S. policy in the 
Middle East. The gap is far from closed, and there are deep 
diplomatic pitfalls on every side. But the crisis also creates 
a new challenge and opportunity. 

Our apostle of “brinkmanship,” as some Britons call Sec- 
retary Dulles, now finds himself holding back two allies who 
are almost as eager to fight for the Suez as they were reluc- 
tant to do so for Formosa, This reversal of Allied roles may 
not be an improvement, but it is certainly a difference; and 
it gives Dulles scope for firmer action than he has had. On 
the Middle Eastern chessboard, his technical po: 
least better than a fortnigh: 

It was Dulles who, early in his term, first corrected the 
long-standing U.S. favorit toward Israel. He thereby won 
a measure of Arab confidence in U.S. policy—for a time. 
Unhappily, that policy soon became embroiled in the an- 
fractuous feuds and fantasies that make Middle Eastern poli- 
tics less like a chessboard than a snake pit. As an example, 
the Israeli attack on Gaza in February of °55, which started 
turning Nasser from a nationalist to a chauvini is still 
believed in Arab circles to have been instigated by the West. 
When, after Nasser’s arms deal with Moscow, Dulles per- 
mitted Israel to tap NATO’s supply of French jets, Nasser 
concluded that U.S. policy is as devious as everybody else’s 
in the Middle East. By now all its national leaders see each 
other as somebody’s puppet, and seek the source of every 
cident at three or four removes from the scene. Some Amer- 
icans are not free from this infectious disease, notably those 
who have decided that Nasser’s seizure of the canal was 
planned in Moscow. 

In this deteriorating situation, the best American contri- 
bution is not to kick over the chessboard with a premature 
resort to force, but to try gradually to change the dimensions 
of the game. As was noted on this page last week, the only 
way to avoid more crises like Suez in the future is to achieve 
a general settlement of all outstanding issues in the area, 
from its economic development to the safety of the oil con- 
cessions and the liquidation of the Arab-Israeli war. 

Such an achievement will take time—and more than time. 
It will require not only all the “moral forces” of world opin- 
ion which Mr. Dulles invoked on his return from London; it 
will require that those forces be more operationally effective 
than is their habit. Dulles’ reliance on them may therefore 
seem a bit dreamy, especially in the Middle East. But their 
importance is currently attested by one of the great Middle 
Easterners, Charles Malik of Lebanon, 


This scholar-statesman, who is both Christian and Arab, 
who has represented his country at the U.N. and is now at 
the University of Beirut, has issued a “call to action in the 
His first 
people, 


Near East” in the latest issue of Foreign Affairs 


word of advice to the West, in th 
is to be “firm in the right.” 

The right, Malik goes on, “is the stability of the Near East 
on the basis of real justice, the prosperity of its peoples, and 
the bringing to bear the best possible intelligence and will 
upon its manifold problems.” The right is to argue with Mid- 
dle Easterners “‘in all love and at all levels” so that they will 
be gradually induced to “know and choose their own good.” 

The problems listed by Malik are headed by Communism, 
which has so infiltrated Middle Eastern politics that even 


dealings with 


pro-Western Arabs are today “consciously restrained” from 
criticizing Communism or praising the West. This “grand 
Western debacle” is even more serious, in Malik’s view, than 
the Palestine problem. Between Arab and Israeli, Malik ex- 
pects neither full war nor carly peace; but he sees several 
ways in which diplomacy and U.N. action ean bring peace 
closer. He openly (like many Arab leaders privately) knows 
Israel is there to stay. When the Arabs take in the total 
meaning of this fact, Malik foresees, they will “reach down 
to far deeper levels of their existence. They will undergo a 
profound transformation. * To make that a beneficent trans- 
formation, it is “most important that the world, including 
Israel and world Jewry, should base their relations to the 
Arabs on manifest principles of justice and truth,” 

A profound transformation is also essential to a real in- 
crease in the Arab standard of living. Egypt and her neigh- 
bors will not solve their economic problems simply by bor- 
rowing Western money and techniques; they must also learn 
to make Western science’s distinetions “between truth and 
error, fact and fancy ... knowledge and poetry, achieve- 
ment and wish”—distinctions now blurred in the Arab mind. 
Malik believes that the oi] wealth of the region is a corrupt- 
ig influence between Arab and Arab, as well as between 
them and the West; he thinks it should be more equitably 
distributed and productively invested throughout the region. 
“Life in the Near East is a perpetual fight against the desert, 
and always the desert won in the past. ... There is now a 
bare chance ... to conquer the desert for good,” 


st 


Malik’s most debatable proposal—and the one that dat 
his article as written before Nasser’s seizure of the canal— 
is that the U.S. “[come] to Egypt with the offer to present 
Egypt with the Aswan dam without any conditions.” Even this 
untimely thought, which would now sound like an act of 
appeasement, may become relevant again. Queried about it in 
Beirut last week, Malik still advocates such a “truly generous 
in principle, while granting the need for “prior proof” 
of Egypt’s political outlook. ‘The West should now make it 
unmistakably clear,” he added, “that it desires to be a per- 
petual friend of the Fgyptian people, and one way to express 
friendship is to assure the Egyptian people that when the 
Egyptian government proves effectively its genuine friend- 
ship to the West, the offer of the dam will still be open,” 

Above all (returning to his Foreign Affairs article), Malik 
would remedy the “scandalous weakening of Western pres- 
tige” in the Middle East by a better integrated Atlantic com- 
munity. The Western powers “have absolutely no excuse not 
to reinforce one another in the calm elaboration of a com- 
mon Western policy in the Near East on the basis of justice. 
The West’s historic, strategic, economic, juridical and other 
ties with the Near East still give us a “not unfavorable” bal- 
ance there, but we must above all be true to ourselves and 
our friends. And since all Near Eastern problems involve the 
U.S., “a modicum of sustained determination by the U.S. on 
the deepest possible plane can do wonders. . . .” 

Thus Charles Malik, the West’s wise and tested Middle 
Eastern friend. His long-range advice scarcely goes to the 
details of our present involvement, nor does it necessarily 
prescribe the right chessboard moves on Suez, oil or fron- 
tier shootings. But only if we keep our sights raised, like 
his, to the larger nature of our involvement, can we aspire 
to a larger settlement and a permanent relationship based on 
law, peace, justice, progress and mutual respect.

CLOSE-UP 


~THE MAN 


WHO HELPED 
THE SERGEANT 


Emile Zola Berman's plea for McKeon brings fame to great, little-known lawyer 
by JOE McCARTHY 


MERICA’s most controversial court-martial since the trial of 
General Billy Mitchell came to a quick and astonishing melo- 
dramatic ending last week. Under the polite persuasion of a shrewd 
New York civilian lawyer, the high brass of the Marine Corps came to 
Parris Island to undermine the Corps’ own case against S/Sgt. Mat- 
thew C. McKeon. The sergeant was charged 
with two grave offenses—oppression of 
troops and culpable negligence leading to 
manslaughter. Together with the lesser 
charges, these laid him open to a sentence 
of more than six years at hard labor, total 
forfeiture of pay, demotion to private and 
dishonorable discharge. But the sergeant 
was acquitted of the important charges. 
The court found him guilty only of sim- 
ple negligence and drinking on duty. For 
this McKeon was given nine months at 
hard labor, demotion to private, 
month fine and bad conduct discharge—a BN 
severe sentence considering the verdict 
but relatively light considering the orig- 
inal accusation. 

‘The man almost singlehandedly respon- 
sible for getting McKeon out of his grave 
trouble was Emile Zola Berman, a great 
trial lawyer, hitherto unknown to the pub- 
lic. In three weeks Berman had persuaded 
public opinion to do an about-face in favor 
of McKeon, who had been bitterly con- 
demned for the march that led to the 
drowning of six recruits. Having influ- 
enced the people, Berman then  bewil- 
dered the prosecution by summoning as

sympathetic defense witnesses the Marine s commandant him- 
General Randolph McC. Pate, and one of the most revered leather- 
neck heroes, retired Lieut. General Lewis (‘‘Chesty”) Puller. 
Berman succeeded in getting the court to allow the commandant to 
belittle the seriousness of the Corps’ charges against Staff Sergeant 
McKeon—a situation comparable to hav- 
ing J. Edgar Hoover testify for somebody 
arrested by the FBI. Under Berman’s 
questioning, General Pate told his subor- 
dinate officers on the court-martial board 
that the drill instructor, in his opinion, 
was not guilty of oppressing his recruits. 
The next day Lieutenant General Puller, 
in the strongest terms, backed the ser- 
geant’s right to order a night march. 

e reversal by the Marine comman- 
dant, who had recommended the court- 
martial in the first place, caused anguish 
at the Navy Department. Undersecretary 
of the Navy Thomas S. Gates hurriedly 
issued a statement, pointing out that Gen- 
eral Pate’s position would not necessarily 
influence she court-martial board. But the 
spectators in the courtroom at Parris Is- 
land did not agree with the undersecretary. 
They wondered how Berman had managed 
to get the commandant to testify. Berman 
explained that he had used a simple, direct 
approach: “I told the general that it was 
the only way to get himself and the Ma- 
rine Corps out of this jam.” 

When Berman arrived at Parris Island 
to take over Sergeant McKeon’s defense, 
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BERMAN continueo 


for no fee and at his own expense, 
many Marines felt that his mere 
presence would do harm to the 
sergeant’s cause, Along with his 
rather exotic name, Berman had 
the forbidding look of an odd- 
ball. He is a skinny little man of 
53 with a small, bald head, big 
ears and a long. sharp nose. 
But Berman's magnetism and 
manners make strangers forget 
his appearance. The stiff-backed, 
apprehensive Marines and the 
newspapermen at the trial were 
a pushover for Berman. Instead 
of using the theatrical fireworks 
that the Marines had expected 
when they heard that a high- 
priced Manhattan courtroom ora- 
tor was coming into their midst, 
Berman presented the defense ar- 
guments in calm, measured tones. 
Now and then, when he felt Ser- 
geant McKeon’s rights were being 
threatened, he would leap to his 
feet shouting with shrill inten- 
sity, but even when he was loud 
his words were carefully selected 
and his dignity never relaxed.

Out of court Berman was con- 
siderably less restrained. He kept 
busy making headlines that turned 
the case into a much hotter public 
issue than the Navy department ever 
expected it to be and won vast public 
sympathy for McKeon. Every after- 
noon when court adjourned he lolled 
around in his small, crowded room 
at the nearby Bachelor Officers Quar- 
ters 905, stripped down to his under- 
wear, pouring Scotch for reporters, 
wisecracking about the day’s events 
and providing them with usable ma- 
terial that did Sergeant McKeon no 
harm. Unlike the other bare and 
cell-like BOQ rooms at Parris Island, 
Berman’s was equipped with an air- 
conditioning unit and a well-stocked 
refrigerator. It was a pleasant place 
to spend an hour.

He 
arranged for a group of photo- 
genic women Marines and Ser- 
geant McKeon’s pregnant wife to 
appear on television receiving the 
flood of phone calls that answered 
his appeal. Berman walked among 
the volunteers, listening in on 
the long-distance conversations, 
slapping the girls on the back 
and “saying, “You got to sweet- 
talk "em, honey. You got to sweet- 
talk em.” He answered phones 
himself and said to those who vol- 
unteered to testify, “I thank you 
from the bottom of my heart!” 

One Sunday, when court was 
not in session and there was no 
news on Parris Island, Berman 
made it possible for Sergeant Me- 
Keon to be photographed on his 
living room sofa frolicking with 
his baby son. Berman saw to it 
that the genial McKeon talked with 
reporters. “I was sure McKeon 
was a first-class son-of-a-bitch,” 
one said afterward. “Now I say 
you couldn’t ask for a nicer guy. 

‘The same newspapers that had 
pictured the sergeant as a sadistic 
tyrant a few months before were 
giving readers the impression that 
he was an unlucky victim of cir- 
cumstances. And Berman himself received an offer from a television 
producer who wanted him to drop his law career to become another 
Arthur Godfrey. 

Though he manipulated the public relations angles of the court- 
martial like a legal Barnum, Berman never previously showed any 
gift for getting publicity. For years he has been well known and highly 
respected in legal ci as an outstanding trial lawyer and as a lec- 
turer all over the country on courtroom tactics, but his name rarely 
appeared in the newspapers. Trial lawyers who get publicity, like 
Samuel Leibowitz, the late Lloyd Paul Stryker and William Fallon, 
are usually criminal lawyers. Berman is a negligence lawyer. 

‘The bulk of his trial work is concerned with accident cases, but he 

anything but an ambulance chaser. He represents insurance com- 
panies and property owners who are defendants in such actions as 
often as he pleads for injured plaintiffs. Big law firms also hire Berman 
to appear for them in difficult jury cases just as general practitioners 
call in a specialist in surgery for a major operation. 

Whenever Berman is presenting a 
tough case to a jury, other lawyers 
come to the trial room to watch him 
work, “Most lawyers think you only 
have to present the evidence,” he 
says. ‘That's nonsense. The impor- 
tant thing is how you present it and 
how you analyze it.” 

A while ago Berman won a judg- 
ment of $350,000 against the City 
of New York for a woman who was 
hit by a speeding police car. It was 
an astonishingly high award because 
the woman did not work and the in- 
jury did not deprive her of a needed 
income. Berman demolished the po- 
lice department's case with one dra- 
matic gamble. The key witness, one 
of the patrolmen in the car, recited 
a detailed account of the accident 
that made it out to be the woman’s 
fault. When he finished, Berman 
asked politely if he could see the pa- 
trolman’s memorandum book. The 
patrolman obligingly got the book 
out of his pocket and handed it to 
Berman. Berman found the page in 
it on which the patrolman had writ- 
ten a report of the accident at the 
time it happened. “Would you mind

reading this to the judge and to the jury?” he asked the patrolman, 
The blushing cop, reading his own writing, completely contra- 
dicted all of his previous testimony. 

“Another lawyer, catching a witness in perjury like that, would 
have waded in and murdered him,” a spectator who was at the 
trial observed recently. “Not Berman. When the cop got through 
hanging himself, Berman just said, ‘Thank you. That will be all.” 
Everybody in the courtroom knew the case was won. By under- 
playing it and not putting his victim through any more humilia- 
tion, Berman made a good impression on the jury.” 

Harry Gair, another New York trial lawyer who has often op- 
posed Berman, recalls a case in which the plaintiff claimed that he 
had broken his leg beeause a rug had slipped out from under him. 
Berman proved in court that the rug was not slippery by spreading 
it out on a smoothly polished floor and leaping onto it from a 
k. “Berman took an awful chance,” Gair says. “If that rug had 
slipped, he would have broken a leg or two himself. But it didn’t.” 

st of Berman’s cases are won not by such flamboyant demon- 
ions but by his ability to argue against expert witnesses on 
fine points of medicine and ring. He has an amazing ability 
to absorb technical and information and to use it in a 
courtroom. A typical Berman case was one in which he repre- 
sented a scientist who claimed that an automobile accident had 
afflicted him with a recurrence of a previously arrested ailment of 
Parkinson’s disease. The defense produced medical witnesses who 
fied that the accident could not have caused a recurrence of 
Parkinson's disease. In cross-examination, however, Berman got 
most of them to admit that the ailment could have been brought 
back by the inaction enforced upon his client during his stay in the 
hospital after the collision. He won a judgment of § $65,000, 

Beran does not have a desk of his own in his firm’s law offices 
on lower Broadway because he spends most of every day in court. 
Late in the afternoon, when court adjourns, he stops at the office 
to make a few phone calls or to confer with a medical or engineering 
expert about a phase of blood chemistry, orthopedics, cement 
stress or elevator construction that he will need to know about the 
next day. He uses whatever room happens to be empty. He never 
sa client until they meet in court. The three lawyers and two 
nvestigators who work for him do the interviewing and prepare 
his briefs, after he tells them what points to emphasize. One of 
his clients was surprised to discover that Berman was a man. Never 
having laid eyes on him until her trial started, she had assumed 
that he was a woman named Emily Zola Berman. 


Playing cases by ear 


ERMAN is a trial lawyer who plays each case by ear, changing 
his plan of attack as he goes alon stunning testimony 
of Commandant Pate and General Puller at McKeon’s court- 
martial, Berman abruptly dropped his elaborate scheme of calling 
a long series of former Marine drill instructors to describe their 
night marches in swamps and creeks, He ended his case the next 
day, a week sooner than he had expected. “If I can’t go with two 
generals, what could I do with a bunch of drill instructors?” he said. 

Berman’s legal work brings him an income which is estimated 
at considerably more than $100,000 a year. At Parris Island he was 
asked why he had left his prosperous civil practice to work around 
the clock for no pay in the summer heat of South Carolin: 

“Let me answer you by telling you about one of the great emo- 
tional experiences of my life,” Berman said. “It happened in 
Hollywood, of all places, back around 1936. I was out there on 
business and I looked up an old lady who was a close friend of my 
mother’s back in Brest-Litovsk during the czarist regime when 
they were both red-hot socialist revolutionists. 

“They went wild over Emile Zola when he defended Alfred 
Dreyfus against the French army. You know the Dreyfus case, 
don’t you? Dreyfus was convicted unjustly, and, rather than admit 
their mistake later, the high brass in the French army refused to 
release him from Devils Island, Zola fought for Dreyfus although 
the army and the French press and the general public were all 
ainst him. My mother and my father, also a revolutionist from 
Brest-Litovsk, were so deeply moved by the Dreyfus case that 
they named me, their first-born son, after Zola, and they named 
my brother, Alfred, after Dreyfus. 

“Well, now I'm in Hollywood and I get tickets for the big im- 
portant premiere of Paul Muni in The Life of Emile Zola,” Berman 
went on. “So I asked this old revolutionist friend of my mother’s 
to go with me. The movie comes to the big scene with Zola standing 
alone in court with all those generals abusing him and sneering at 
him. The next thing I know this old lady beside me has jumped to

her feet and she’s shaking her fist at the screen and shouting in a 
loud, ringing voice, ‘For shame! For shame!’ 

“All those Hollywood phonies in the audience are staring at her. 
Here, in this damn town of make-believe, was a real dramatic 
character in real life, probably the first one most of them had ever 
seen, Let me tell you, for me, it was a great moment. I was swept 
away by it. I never forgot it. The first thing I thought of, when I 
read in the papers about Sergeant McKeon, was that old lady 
shaking her fist and yelling, ‘For shame!” ” 

Although the McKeon case struck Berman immediately 
modern Dreyfus case (‘I thought the Marine Corps was using this 
boy to cover its own responsibility”), he did not exactly come for- 
ward alone to be its Emile Zola. A group of prominent New York 
lawyers, headed by Justices James B. M. MeNally and Walter A. 
Lynch of the New York Supreme Court, formed an informal com- 
mittee to aid Staff Sergeant McKeon’s defense. When Justice Me- 
Nally asked Berman to serve on it, Berman said to him, “I'll not 
only join the committee—I'll try the case.” 

‘There is no great mystery about Berman’s ability to fit into the 
military atmosphere at Parris Island, Although it is hard to pic- 
ture his frail frame in a uniform and even harder to imagine him 
planning a combat mission, he was an outstanding intelligence 
officer with the 10th Air Force in the China-Burma-India theater of 
World War IL 

A lawyer friend of Berman’s, A. Harold Frost, remembers the 
day in 1942 when he joined up. “I thought he had gone crazy,” 
Frost says. “He was 40 years old and he had a good practice. He 
gave it up and distributed his cases without recompense because he 
felt he was needed. The next time I saw him was when he came 
home on leave from air intelligence school. He was studying 
photographs of all types of aircraft used in the war with the in- 
tensity of a student studying for the bar exam.” 

One of Berman’s friends in Asia was the writer James Warner 
Bellah. Like all of Berman’s intimates, Bellah calls him “Zuke.” 
(Nobody knows why.) Bellah says, “Zuke was famous because he 
{lew on almost every mission that he planned to see how it made 
out, He was the flyingest nonflying officer in the Air Force. He won 
the Distinguished Flying Cross and I don’t know how many air 
medals, One time he read a story in the New York Times about 
skip-bombing, which we had never heard of in Asia. He talked a 
squadron commander into putting bombs into the noses of P-38s 
and, following Zuke’s directions, they blew up a whole Japanese 
division headquarters. He also fought in the jungle on one cam- 
paign with Merrill's Marauders. I don’t know why.” 

Berman is always getting into projects of goodwill. “If you're in 
trouble, he'll drop everything and travel ten thousand miles to 
help you,” Bellah says. When he was in Assam, a Presbyterian 
chaplain mentioned to him that the Passover was approaching and 
pointed out that there was no rabbi in the area to conduct services 
for Jewish soldiers. Berman had no religious training and no in- 
terest in religion, but he flew to Calcutta and rounded up quanti- 
ties of matzos and kosher wine and arranged to fly Jewish Gls from 
surrounding areas into Assam. 

At Parris Island he became acquainted with a married couple who

work as civilian employes at the Marine depot. He heard them 
mention a family reunion that they could not afford to attend. 
Berman forced a check for $300 on them, “You can pay me five 
dollars a week.” he told them. 

The McKeon case was not the first court-martial in which Ber- 

man hi ved as defense counsel. In India he was the attorney 
for an aircraft crew that had been caught flying Army medical sup- 
plies and vitamin pills across the Hump and selling them to 
Chinese civilians. The prosecuting officer made the mistake of 
charging the profiteering airmen with smuggling. 
Smuggling?” Berman said. “When you smuggle something, 
you sneak it into a country against that country’s wishes. The 
Chinese weren't trying to keep these vitamin pills and aspirin 
tablets out of China. They were delighted to get them.” 

‘The case was dismissed. 

Berman was born on Cherry Street in downtown Manhattan 
shortly after his parents came to this country from Europe. Ber- 
man’s father was an expert on fine interior woodwork who di 
signed the decorative paneling in the Harkness Memorial at Yale 
University. The Berman children—younger brother Alfred is a 
successful public utilities lawyer and sister Miriam teaches music 
in New York public schools—grew up in The Bronx, where Emile 
went to Evander Childs High School. “I was the only miler and 
cro’ untry runner in the history of the school who was also 
captain of the ch m.” he says. He completed his under- 
graduate and law school studies at New York Universit 

Berman met his present wife, Alice Rose Gaines of Clinton, 
at a party in 1938. He was then divorced after a childless marriage 
of 10 years and she was working in New York as a fashion model. 
‘They were married in 1944 when Berman came back from Asia, 

Despite Berman’s big income, he and his wife live quite mod- 
estly with their two young adopted children in a house with eight 
rooms and three baths in Roslyn Heights, Long Island. Mrs. Ber- 
man has been trying hard to keep the children from becoming 
affected by the sudden glare of publicity that has been turned on 
their father since the start of the McKeon trial. She has firmly re- 
fused to allow pictures of herself and the children to appear in print. 

Berman says that he thought seriously of ng up the law 
when he out of the Army Air Force.

This year for a while the versatile Pirates added winning ball 
games to their i ate of talents, In June, before the opposition 
got warmed up, they created a mild sensation by taking the league 
lead three times. The first two times they stayed just long enough 
to take a deep breath of the rarefied air and duck back down. But 
the third time they stayed five whole days before sliding abruptly 
out of the first division altogether. ‘ 

Pittsburgh fits none of the standard patterns for big league clubs 
because the players have been forced to undergo a trial by ordeal 
similar to that of a green infantry company thrown into its first 
battle. Only the fittest recruit e the battle, but those who. 
do come of age abruptly and are soldiers. In the case of the Pirates 
the casualties among talented schoolboys and collegians, chosen 
for intelligence as well as speed and power, have been tremendous. 
But the survivors became ballplayers. 

Had they gone to bed one night in diapers and awaked with long 
whiskers, the transformation could not have been more startlin, 
It marked the end of the most bizarre interlude in baseball hi 
tory. For five years, nervously masquerading as big league ball- 
players, wave after wave of young Pirates participated in a school 
ing program known around Pittsburgh as “Operation Peach Fu 

The atrocities they committed under the guise of major league 
baseball were monstrous. Pirate pitchers threw the ball in the gen- 
eral direction of home plate and ducked. Pirate batters missed 
signs as blithely as they missed baseballs and swung with unthink- 
ing vigor at everything thrown at them. Pirate fielding was so dis- 
graceful that the team gave the opposition four or five outs an 
inning. Sportswriters accused Pirates of running the bases with 
their heads tucked under their arms. 

Their cheerful ineptitude drove two managers to the edge of 
insanity. Billy Meyer, an oldtimer who had been sucked into the 
youth movement, gave up under the strain, which was too much 
for his ulcers and high blood pressure. After two years he retired to 
Tennessee to grow roses. His successor, Fred Haney, now happily 
in charge of the league-leading Milwaukee Braves, took to wearing 
a hard plastic cap in the dugout—for cushioning when he jumped 
up from the bench in indignation or despair and banged his head 
against the concrete wall. 

The only one who seemed cheerfully unconcerned about the 
dreadful doings was Branch Rickey, the man mainly responsible. 
Before coming to Pittsburgh as general manager in 1950, Rickey 
had organized two great baseball empires, one in St. Louis and 
one in Brooklyn. He saw himself in Pittsburgh as an Alexander 
standing on the threshold of a new world. At 68, however, Rickey 
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erly cowered before fans? 
le to the minor leagues. 
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felt that this conquest must be a swift one, without benefit of the 
tried, true—and tantalizingly slow—methods of the past. His time- 
table called for a genuine big league club in five years. Instead of 
bringing raw talent along slowly in the minor leagues, he embarked 
on a hothouse effort to raise it right at home. 

There is a saying in the trade that any team in the process of re- 
building becomes three teams—one on the way, one there, and one 
leaving—but Rickey topped even this, Beardless recruits came and 
left so rapidly they hardly got a chance to inspect each other's 
fraternity pins. A pitcher who was knocked out of the box didn’t 
know whether to take a shower or catch a train. At one point 
Manager Meyer overheard one of his earnest but apprehensive re- 
cruits say, “Listen to those fans boo.

In 1955, when the club wound up in last place for the fourth 
straight year, even Rickey was ready to concede defeat: “I force- 
fed the youngsters and it failed,” he confessed. 

Rickey fired Haney as manager. Then he fired himself and re- 
treated to his farm outside of town to watch and advise from the 
sidelines. 

When replacements were chosen for Rickey and Haney, it 
looked at first as though the Pirates had decided to give up and 
play it just for laughs. Rickey’s successor as general manager was 
Joe L. Brown, son of the famous Hollywood comedian whose great- 
est impersonation was of a sad-sack pitcher woefully wa 
home-run balls sail out of sight. The new manager was Robert 
Randall Bragan, a swarthy ex-catcher with musclebound legs whose 
shenanigans had convulsed spectators at minor league ball parks. 

Bragan’s specialty was umpire baiting. At Hollywood in the Pa- 
cific Coast League he once registered a complaint by lying down on 
home plate and pretending to read a newspaper. At various times 
he did a strip act in the dugout, sent up eight successive pinch- 
hitters for the same batter and sent one of his coaches onto the 
field wearing eight wrist watches after a dispute over a curfew. A 
high point of inspiration led Bragan to use one player at all nine 
positions in one game. 

But what looked on the surface like a complete surrender to the 
absurd turned out to be something quite different. No two men 
could have played it straighter. Brown, a serious, down-to-earth 
executive who began learning his trade 16 years ago in Class D, bit 
his lip in anger when recent Pirate misdeeds were mentioned. 
Bragan suppressed his famous sense of humor. An adult calm set- 
tled over spring training at Fort Myers, Fla. 

Bragan began trying to convince the Pirates that they really and 
truly were big leag ers, and before long he had them beli 
“You take me,” said George Munger, a 37-year-old relief pitel 
“I'm an oldtimer with half an arm who's been kicked around. He 
had me working with the young pitchers on moves to first base and 
the like of that makes you feel important.”

Stumbling up the cellar stairs 


AV of anticipation swept through the club. Players who 
had spent their entire major league careers in the cellar began 
to feel that redemption was at hand. The Pirates came to New 
York bristling with new confidence to open the 1956 season—and 
fell flat on their faces, 

In the first game a rookie catcher failed to catch a simple pop-up 
and gave the Giants an unearned run, The Pirates lost 4-3. Next 
day a throw from the outfield that would have caught a runner at 
the plate was cut off by First Baseman Dale Long, and Roberto 
Clemente missed the sign for a squeeze bunt so that a teammate 
was thrown out at home by eight yards. 

Manager Bragan closed his eyes and counted to 10. When he 
opened them he saw the happy, smiling faces of his Pirates, who 
still viewed such doings as standard operating procedure. “If that’s 
the way you want it,” said Bragan, calling fis: players sngether, 
“it’s going to cost you money. It’s going to cost Long $25, and 
what's more it’s going to cost Clemente $25 too.” The effect of this 
brief speech was startling. The new treatment began to work. Play- 
ers bugged their eyes out to catch signs from third base. If the 
recognition signal was spitting, they spat with r. On throws 
from the outfield they listened for the catcher’s shout of “Let it 
come!” But after 8 games they were still anchored in the old 
familiar place—last. 

As first-place Brooklyn was pounding the Pirates deeper into the 
cellar one day, Bragan fell back on an old routine. Umpire Frank 
Dascoli, in his opinion, was making some bad calls. Bragan began 
shouting from the dugout after every pitch, Where was the 
ball?” Dascoli’s mask came off and he stalked to the dugout to 
say, “You want to stay around?” 

Bragan subsided momentarily, then walked slowly over toward 
the mound. Waving in his infield, he said, “ “Now let’s have a little 
meeting and stay here until he breaks it up.” One by one he inter- 
viewed his infielders on whether to leave the pitcher in or take 
him out. When Umpire Dascoli, who had been eavesdropping, 
gave the order to break it up, Bragan turned on him and asked 
what he would do. Dascoli turned an apoplectic red. “Hell,” he 
said. ‘That’s your job.” 

Tt helped relax the team, That night in his hotel room, Bragan 
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ON 1956 RAMPAGE Pirates began their climb from the cellar to brief stays 
in first place by getting 21 runs against Brooklyn in April 29 double-header,

Gene Freese then took too big a turn at second and got picked off 
trying to scramble back. The happy, fired-up fans didn’t mind. 
When Freese threw dirt at the umpire and got chased, the first 
barrage of beer cans Forbes Field had seen since 1948 showered 
down in support of “Our Pirates. 


Pyrotechnics in Pittsburgh 


HE team and Bragan could do no wre he Pittsburgh out- 

field, never lacking fc ed, now dashed after fly balls as if 
mounted on b Walls, the maitre d’hétel from 
Palm Springs, previously useful mainly at bat, climbed outfield 
fences and stood on his head to make catches. Danny Kravitz, 
the mink trapper, came up to pinch-hit with the bases loaded 
and slammed one in the upper deck of the right-field stands. 
Dale Long kept the club going with a home run a game for 
eight games. 

Tt was all very new and all very wonderful. “It used to be that 
‘ough a crowd and hardly anybody would notice me,” 
Now people just stand around with their mouths open. 
They gape at me like I was a freak or something. But don’t get 
me wrong. I like it very much.” 

While Long was being besieged by admirers and losing sleep as 
his telephone kept ringing through the night, Bragan struggled to 
keep his club on the tracks. He worked on the principle of “Don’t 
worry about tomorrow. It might rain.” He experimented with 
10 different men at third base and manipulated players at other 
positions boldly and decisively. “If you don’t make a move, you 
stay awake at night thinking about it,” he explained. “If you do 
and it doesn’t pan out, the hell with it.” His moves were so fan- 
tastically successful that Cincinnati's manager, Birdie Tebbetts, 
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said enviously, “He reminds me of a dice player on a hot streak 
—nothing but sevens.” 

The Pirates kept up their unbelievable tempo to land in first 
place, but nothing could alter the fact that the Pirates were still 
undeniably the Pirates. They were young, lacking in emotional sta- 
bility and overtaxing their limited capabilities every day. As they 
clung dramatically to the ledge with the spotlight playing on them, 
word flashed along the baseball grapevine to get the nets ready. 

When it happened nobody could say that the Pirates had lost 
any of their former flair. Their old hilarious selves again, they put 
on a classic demonstration of a team going into reverse. Even be- 
fore they picked up momentum with an eight-game losing streak, 
one of them had squelched a last inning rally by forgetting to 
touch the bag rounding third. There was an epidemic of throwing 
to the wrong base and of Pirate outfielders racing in vigorously 
after balls that landed 20 feet behind them. 

Manager Bragan, desperately trying to regroup his tattered 
forces, benched Dale Long. The sagging Pirate hero, with two hits 
in 53 times at bat, finally ran out of explanations for his slump 
and said, “Maybe I did it from spite to some sleep. Anyhow 
my telephone has stopped ringing.” 

Bragan became so desperate for pitchers that he once toyed 
with the idea of warming up the bat boy. On June 30 the Pirates 
beat the Philadelphia Phillies with Second Baseman Johnny 
O'Brien as winning pitcher. One of their infrequent recent vic- 
tories was won in spite of Bragan when Roberto Clemente got an 
in-the-park homer by ignoring his manager's signal to stop at third 
base and dashed home to score a winning run against Chicago. 

The principal elements of the Pirates’ recent strategy seems to 
be to score a run early in the game and then pray for rain. When 
there was no rain the team kept looking for a large hole to open 
in the earth in the vicinity of second base. One night something 
almost as preposterous happened. With the score 2-0 against the 
Pirates in the fourth inning the lights in Forbes Field went out, 
and the game had to be called on account of power failure for the 
first time in the field’s history. 

A few days later, before me with Cincinnati, the order came 
through to halt batting practice. Forbes Field was cleared of all 
ators, and players from both clubs were herded to the farth 
extremes of the outfield. A woman had telephoned to say that she 
had planted a bomb in the ball park and it was set to go off at 
5:30 p.m. At 5:35 everybody returned to his place and cheered as 
the Pirates moved into a three-run lead. No bombs went off until 
the eighth inning, when Cincinnati exploded with four runs to 
leave the Pirates sitting bewildered in the wreckage. 

Alll this has left Manager Bragan in a state of bristling belliger- 
ency. “I’m not the kind of guy,” he explained, “who ean lose four 
or five in a row and say, ‘Don't worry, we'll get “em tomorrow!” ” 
He was hurting all over and he made sure that some of the Pirates 
were hurting too, Bonehead plays almost automatically brought 
fines, One player was traded and five were demoted to the minors. 
The club skidded into the second division, 

For the Pirates this was still pretty good. After all, the only 
goal they had set their minds and hearts on at the beginning of 
the season was not finishing last.
